In  the  fall  of  1928  I  imported  from  Holland  and  England  some  200 
varieties  of  the  rarest  and  outstanding  daffodil  novelties  and  each  year 
since  have  brought  in  additional  new  and  meritorious  ones  as  they 
became  available;  but  before  offering  them  for  sale  have  each  year 
carefully  checked  each  variety  for  color,  texture,  form  and  vigor,  and 
resistance  to  disease  and  pests,  eliminating  many  that  did  not  meet 
my  rigid  requirements,  endeavoring  to  make  the  list  as  comprehensive 
as  possible,  and  at  the  same  time  avoiding  varieties  that  too  closely 
resemble  each  other.  It  will  be  found  therefor  that  each  variety  I  offer 
has  distinct  merit  and  fully  deserves  a  place  in  this  unique  collection. 


All  bulbs  offered  have  been  grown  under  my  personal  supervision 
under  ideal  conditions  in  the  cool,  moist  climate  of  Puget  Sound  which 
makes  them  particularly  hardy  and  especially  adaptable  for  Northern 
gardens,  and  our  customers  will  note  that  either  forced  or  grown  in 
the  garden  they  will  produce  flowers  of  unequaled  size,  color  and 
substance. 

Their  vigor  has  not  been  depleted  by  promiscuous  cutting  of  flowers 
as  we  offer  no  flowers  for  sale. 

In  some  of  the  very  rare  varieties  I  have  only  two  or  three  bulbs 
to  offer  but  can  supply  most  of  them  by  the  dozen  where  so  quoted. 
Prices  are  the  lowest  possible  for  the  quality  of  bulbs  we  sell  as  I  ship 
only  SELECT,  FIRST  SIZE  bulbs  guaranteed  true  to  name,  free  from 
disease  or  pests  and  carrying  official  certificate  of  inspection  when 
shipped.  They  have  done  so  well  that  these  rare  hybrids  are  now 
offered  at  about  the  same  prices  that  prevail  in  England  and  Holland, 
saving  you  the  expensive  importing  charges  and  attendant  risks.

These  new  hybrids  show  a  great  advance  in  color  combinations 
form  and  size  over  the  ordinary  ranunculus  of  commerce. 

Among  spring  flowering  plants  they  are  without  a  peer  in  richness 
and  variety  of  color,  ranging  through  all  the  brilliant  shades  of  white, 
yellow,  pink,  scarlet,  purple,  and  black,  making  a  gorgeous  display  in 
the  garden  or  as  cut  flowers.

Plant  in  October  about  3  inches  deep  and  mulch  well  with  leaves 
or  peat  moss  to  protect  from  freezing;  in  very  severe  climates  they 
may  be  held  until  spring. 

Bulbs  should  be  soaked  in  water  2  or  3  hours  before  planting  and 
planted  with  prongs  down.  They  also  do  well  in  pots.

(Read  Carefully) 

All  narcissii  should  be  planted  in  September  or  early  October  for 
best  results.  Early  planting  makes  good  root  growth  and  stores  up  food 
energy  to  produce  fine  flowers. 

Most  soils  are  adaptable  to  garden  culture  of  daffodils  and  bulbous 
iris  if  well  drained  and  not  too  heavy,  in  which  case  the  addition  of  a 
little  sand  and  leaf  mold  or  ground  peat  is  very  beneficial. 

The  soil  should  be  prepared  by  very  deep  spading  and  should  be 
moist  and  kept  moist,  but  not  wet,  in  the  fall  and  spring. 

Avoid  manure;  bone  meal  is  the  best  fertilizer  and  should  be 
mixed  freely  in  the  soils  below  bulbs  when  planting. 

Plant  NARCISSII  6  to  8  inches  apart  and  deep  enough  so  that  the 
tips  of  bulbs  are  at  least  5  inches  below  the  surface.  Very  large  bulbs 
may  be  planted  deeper  and  will  do  better. 

In  the  colder  climates  a  good  mulch  of  straw,  leaves  or  ground 
peat  is  helpful;  the  straw  or  leaves  should  be  removed  or  spread  apart 
in  the  spring  when  foliage  appears.  Peat  may  be  left  undisturbed  and 
is  a  very  beneficial  addition  to  any  soil. 

In  the  warmer  climates  they  are  very  grateful  for  a  partially 
shaded  cool  peaty  soil  where  they  will  grow  happily  for  years,  and  the 
blossoms  will  hold  their  color  and  texture  much  longer. 

The  above  directions  also  apply  to  bulbous  Iris  except  that  it  is 
well  to  withhold  planting  until  late  October  as  they  grow  very  rapidly 
in  the  fall  and  the  foliage  would  then  freeze  down  in  winter.  They  also 
should  be  well  mulched  in  cold  climates. 

Most  of  these  bulbs  do  well  if  left  two  or  three  years  without 
lifting.  The  proper  time  to  dig  is  when  foliage  has  turned  yellow  but 
not  completely  dried  up.  Store  bulbs  in  a  cool  well  ventilated  place  for 
two  or  three  weeks  at  which  time  the  mature  well  developed  slabs  may 
be  carefully  removed.  Never  break  off  slabs  that  adhere  tightly  to  the 
mother  bulb.

Never  plant  a  bulb  that  is  diseased  or  even  partly  decayed  as  they 
are  of  no  value  and  a  menace  to  your  sound  bulbs. 

If  you  get  quality  bulbs  to  start  with  and  follow  the  above  direc¬ 
tions  carefully  you  will  be  bountifully  rewarded.

Classification  of  Daffodils 

of  the  Royal  Horticultural  Society  of  England 

The  eleven  divisions  are  as  follows: — 

Division  1.— TRUMPET  DAFFODILS. 

Distinguishing  character — Trumpet  or  crown  as  long  or  longer  than 
the  perianth  segments 

(a)  Varieties  with  yellow  or  lemomcolored  trumpets,  and  perianth  of  same 

shade  or  lighter  (but  not  white). 

(b)  Varieties  with  white  trumpet  and  perianth. 

(c)  Bi'color  varieties,  i.  e.,  those  having  a  white  or  whitish  perianth  and 

a  trumpet  colored  yellow,  lemon,  or  primrose,  etc. 

Division  2.— INCOMP ARABILIS. 

Distinguishing  character — Cup  or  crown  not  less  than  one' third  but 
less  than  equal  to  the  length  of  the  perianth  segments. 

(a)  Yellow  shades,  with  or  without  red  coloring  on  the  cup. 

(b)  Bi'color  varieties  with  white  or  whitish  perianth  and  self-yellow,  red' 

stained,  or  red  cup. 

Division  3. — BARRII. 

Distinguishing  character — Cup  or  crown  less  than  one'third  the 
length  of  the  perianth  segments. 

(a)  Yellow  shades,  with  or  without  red  coloring  on  the  cup. 

(b)  Bi'color  varieties  with  white  or  whitish  perianth  and  selfyellow,  red' 

stained,  or  red  cup. 

Division  4. — LEEDSII. 

Distinguishing  character — Perianth  white,  and  cup  or  crown  white, 
cream  or  pale  citron,  sometimes  tinged  with  pink  or  apricot 

(a)  Cup  or  crown  not  less  than  one'third  but  less  than  equal  to  the  length 

of  the  perianth  segments. 

(b)  Cup  or  crown  less  than  one'third  the  length  of  the  perianth  segments. 

Division  5.— TRIANDRUS  HYBRIDS. 

All  varieties  obviously  containing  N-  triandrus  blood,  such  as  Queen 
of  Spain,  Moonshine,  Pearly  Queen  and  Agnes  Harvey. 

(a)  Cup  or  crown  not  less  than  one'third  but  less  than  equal  to  the  length 

of  the  perianth  segments. 

(b)  Cup  or  crown  less  than  one'third  the  length  of  the  perianth  segments. 

Division  6.— CYCLAMINEUS  HYBRIDS. 

Division  7. — JONQUILLA  HYBRIDS — All  varieties  of  N-  Jonquilla 

parentage,  such  as  Buttercup,  odorus,  etc. 

Division  8. — TAZETTA  and  TAZETTA  HYBRIDS. — To  include 

Tridymus,  poetaz  varieties,  the  Dutch  varieties  of 
Polyanthus  Narcissus,  N-  biflorus,  J\[.  Muzart  and 
N-  intermedius.
